The tone of the convention so far 


has been one of challenge of the often 
repeated charges that the movement 
which resulted in the holding of the 
convention was inspired by opposition 
to the existing pro tective syptem. 
This attitude was very maked in the 
opening sessions yesterday.

somewhat disturbed by the circular or 
warning Issued by the Protective Tariff 
league and mailed to them, as wo!l a« 
by the withdrawal of ssrtain la.-ge busi- 
ness interests which a few day<» igo 
had intended to bo here. Tbo-e who 
remained with the movement, and they 
certainly make it large and representa- 
tive, resented vigorously the allegation 
that they are any less devoted to tht> 
protective theory than those who have 
been frightened away.

FIELD OF 
DIPLOMACY 


Interestingly Discussed by Sec- 


retary of State Hay 


AMERICAN EULE OF CONDUCT 


Governed by Monroe Doctrine and 


Golden Rale—Not Craving South 
American Territory—Want Friend, 
tulp of World and Its Trade 


New York, Nov. 20.—Tbe 133d annual 


banquet of the Chamber of Commerce 
was held at Delmonico's last evn'ng. 
Covers for 450 were laid in the'inaia 
banquet room. Professional and busi- 
ness circles were well represented in the 
list of the guest». 


In Introducing Secretary Hay, tns 


chief guest of the evening, President 
fltup proposed a toast to "Our Diplo- 
fiacy." The secretary was warmly 
welcomed by the guests and his speech 
at various points met with great cni hu- 
eiasm. 'Alter he concluded Secretary 
Hay was obliged several times to ac- 
knowledge the applause accorded him 
by the diners. 


After an eloquent tribute to the mem- 


«TT of Mr. McKiiiler Mr. Hay sa d: "I 
am asked to say something about our 
diplomacy. There was a time when 
diplomacy was a science of intrigue 
end-falsehood, of traps a,nd mines acd 
counter-mines. It may be another in- 
stance of that naive credulity with 
which I have often been-charged by 
European critics, when I say that I 
really believe the world has moved on- 
ward in diplomacy as in many other 
matters. 


"In my experience of diplomatic life 


I can say without hesitation tlat 
we have generally told square'y wl at 
•we wanted, announced early in ncgo- 
tions what we were willing to give, and 
allowed the other side to accept or re- 
ject our terms. During the time in 
which I have been prominently con- 
cerned in our foreign relations, I <rn 
also say that we have been met by the 
•representatives of other powers in the 
same spirit of frankness and sincerity. 


"The briefest expression of our rule of 


conduct is, perhaps, the Monroe doc- 
trine and the golden rule. With this 
simple chart we can hardly go far 
wrong. 


"I think I may say that our sister re- 


publics to tbe south of us are perfectly 
convinced of the sincerity of our atti- 
tude. They know we desire the pros- 
perity of each of them, and peace and 
harmony among them. We no more 


• want their territory than we covet the 
mountains of the moon. We a re grieved 
and distressed when there are differ- 
ences among them, but not even our 
earnest desire for peace among them 
will lead us to any action which might 
offend their national dignity or their j ust 
sense of independence. 


"As to what we have tried to do— 


what we are still trying to do—In the 


- general fteld of diplomacy, there is no 


reason for doubt on the one hand or 
reticence on the other. We have striven, 
on the lines laid down by Washington, 
to cultivate friendly relations with all 
powers, but not to take part in the for- 
mation of groups or combinations 
among them. A position of complMe 
Independence Is not incompatible with 
relations involving not friendship alone, 
but concurrent action as well in im- 
portant emergencies. We have kept 
always In view the fact that we are 
pre-emiaently a peace-loving people; that 
our normal activities are in the direc- 
tion of trade and commerce; that the 
vast development of our industries im- 
peratively demands that we shall not 
only retain and confirm our hold on our 
present markets, but seek constantly, 


* by all honorable means, to extend our 


commercial interests in every piac.I- 
cable direction. 


"It is for this reason" we have nego- 


tiated the treaties of recriprocity which 
now await the action of the senate; all 
of them conceived in the traditional 
American spirit of protection to our own 
Industries, and yet mutually advan- 
tageous to ourselves and our ueijrh- 
bors. In the same spirit we have sought 
successfully to induce all the great 
powers to unite in a recognition of tue 
general principle of equality of com- 
mercial access and opportunity In the 
markets of the Orient. We believe that 
'a fair field and no favor' is all we re- 
quire; and with less than that we can- 
not ibe satisfied. If we accept the as- 
surances we have received as honest 
and genuine, as I certainly do, that 
equality will not be denied us; and tho 
result may safely be left to American 
genius and energy. 


"We consider our Interest In the Pa- 


cific as great now as those of any other 
power and destined to indefinite d*- 
velopment.

THEORIES OF THE ORIGIN OF THE 


BLAZING ORB OF DAY. 


The 'rlnclpl* »l Meteoric Formatlom' 


Is. Mntuml Grnviietion \ot Contra- 
dictory, 
Scientist* 
Contend, 
to 


Known Physical Lavr«. 
The sun beius assumed to be an incan- 


descent liquid, noiv losing heat, the ques- 
tion naturally occurs, how did this heat 
originate? It is certain that it cannot 
have existed in the sun through an in- 
finity of pas>t time, since as long as it has 
so e.sisted it nuist have been suffering 
dissipation, and the finiteness of the sun 
precludes the supposition of an infinite 
store of heat in his body. 


The sun must therefore either have 


been created as an uctire source of heat 
at some time oi not immeasurable aa- 
tiquity by an overruling decree, or the 
heat which he has already radiated 
away and that which he still possesses 
must have been acquired by a natural 
process foilowiny permanently established 
laws. 


Without pronouncing the former suppo- 


sition to be essentially incredible, we may 
safely sny that it is iu the highest degree 
improbable if we can show the latter to 
be not contradictory to known physical 
laws. 


And we do show this and more by 


merely pointing to certain actions going 
on before us :it present, which, if suffi- 
ciently abundant at some past time, must 
have given the sun heat enough to count, 
for ail we know, of his past radiation and 
present temperature. 


It is not necessary at present to enter 


at length ou the details regarding the 
meteoric theory, which appears to have 
been first proposed in a definite form by 
Mayer and afterward independently by 
Waterston. or regarding the modified 
hypothesis of meteoric vortices, which the 
writer of the present article showed to be 
necessary in order that the length of the 
year, as known for the last 2,000 yeais, 
may not have been sensibly disturbed by 
their sessions which the sun's mass must 
have had during that period, if thf heat 
radiated away has always been compen- 
sated by heat generated by meteoric in- 
flux. 


We may now believe that all the the- 


ories of complete or nearly complete con- 
temporaneous 
meteoric 
compensation 


mu&t be rejected, but we may still hold 
that "meteoric * * * is * * * not 
only proved to exist as a cause of solar 
heat, but it is the only one of all conceiv- 
able causes which we know to exist from 
independent evidence." 


The form of meteoric theory which now 


seems most probable, and which was first 
discussed on true thermodynaraic princi- 
ples by Helmholtz, consists in supposing 
the sun aad its hpzt to hare originated in 
s. roalhiou of smaller bodies falling to- 
gether by mutual gravitation and_gecer- 
ating, as th«y jaust do, according to the 
great law demonstrated by Joule, an, es> 
act equivalent of heat for the motion lost 
in coalition. 


That some form of meteoric theory is 


certainly the true nnd complete explana- 
tion of solar heat can scarcely be doubted 
when the following reasons are consid- 
ered: 


First.—No other natural explanation, 


except by chemical action, can be con- 
ceived. 


Second.—The chemical theory is quite 


insufficient, because the most energetic 
chemical action, we know, taking place 
between substaaoea amounting to the 
whole sun's mass, would only generate 
about 3,000 years' heat. 


Third.—There U no difficulty in ac- 


counting far 20,000,000 years' heat by 
the meteoric theory. 


It would extend this article to too great 


length and would require something of 
mathematical calculation to explain fully 
tbe principles on which this last estimate 
is founded. 


It is enough to say that bodies, all much 


smaller than the sun, falling together 
from a state of relative rest, at mutual 
distances all large in comparison with 
their diameters, and forming a globe of 
uniform density equal in mass and diam- 
eter to the sun, would generate an 
amount of heat which, accurately calcu- 
lated according to Joule's principle and 
experimental results, is found to be just 
20,000,000 times Pouiliete's estimate of 
the annual amount of solar radiation. 


The sun's density must, in all probabil- 


ity, Increase very much toward his center, 
and therefore a considerable greater 
amount of heat than that must be sup- 
posed to have been generated if his whole 
mass was formed by the coalition of com- 
paratively small bodies. On the other 
hand, (W« do not know how much heat 
may have been dissipated by resistance 
and minor impacts > before the final con- 
glomeration, but there 4s reason to believe 
that even the most rapid conglomeration 
that we conceive, to have probably taken 
place could only leave the finished globe 
with about half the entice heat due to the 
amount of potential energy of mutual 
gravitation exhausted. 


We may therefore accept as a lowest 


estimate for the sun's initial heat 10,000,- 
000 times a year's supply at the present 
rate, but 50,000,000 or 100,000,000 as 
possible in consequence of the sun's great- 
er density in his central parts. 


The considerations adduced above re- 


garding the sun's possible specific heat, 
rate of cooling end mperficial tempera- 
tare render it probable that he must have 
been very sensibly warmer a million years 
ago than now, and consequently, if he 
has existed as a luminary for 10,000,000 
or 20,000,000 years, he must have radiat- 
ed away considerably more than the cor- 
responding number of times the present 
year's amount of loss. 


It seems, therefore, on the whole, raos' 


probable that the sun has not illuminnt n 
the earth for 100,000,000 years and u' 
most certain that he has not done so foi 
500,000,000 years. 


As for the future, we may say with 


. equal certainty that inhabitants of the 
earth cannot continue to enjoy the light 
and heat essential to their life for many 
million years longer unless sources now 
unknown to us are prepared in the great 
storehouse of creation.—"Essays In As- 
tronomy," by Lord Kelvin (Appleton & 
Co.).

This latter is a long 
look ahead, perfipas, but in the larger 
cities already the opening of stores 
on Saturday night is almost done away 
with. 
And the local growth of the

Facing the lower harbor of Bergen, at 


the end of a long row of quaint old ware- 
houses, stands a* venerable building more 
than 700 years old, called the Finne- 
gaarden, one of the counting houses of 
the league, which has been preserved in- 
tact and is now a museum filled with in- 
teresting relics of that celebrated corpora- 
tion. They shew how its managers and 
employees lived and conducted Business. 
The league owned the harbor and a con- 
siderable portion of the city and con- 
trolled not only its manufacturing, mer- 
cantile trade and foreign commerce, but 
also its fisheries, which have always 
been its most valuable industry. Bergen 
then, as now, was the greatest fish mar- 
ket in the world. 


The management of the business of the 


league was intrgsted only to Germans. 
who were imported for that purpose, and 
were not allowed to marry lest their 
wives should learn its secrets. The man- 
agers and clerks were boused in colonies 
of fourteen, each colony having control of 
certain interests and keeping separate ac 
counts of its transactions. 
The mcr. 


slept in cupboards built into the walls ir 
a curious manner. They did their ow:> 
cooking. 
They had their owa church, 


with pripsts imported from Germany. 
They were pious scoundrels, as the evi- 
dence shows, for along with their cruci- 
fixes and prayer books and pictures of the 
saints are records showing that they kept 
two sets of scales—one for buying and 
one for selling—and the attendant wil 
show you a parchment book in whicl 
th« manager notes for the edification o; 
his employers that he cheated it fisberci&i 
out of 200 vogs of fish—a vog being thir 
ty-slx pounds—and invokes "the blessin- 
of God upon this small profit." The iu 
scription over tbe door of the countin" 
bouse reads, "Without God's blessing all 
is vain."

The Beat Thloa IK Ilonaecleualnv In 


Dutch Home*. 


It was understood generally, says Mary 


A. Peixotto. writing in Scribner's oa 
household ways ia Holland, that our mod- 
els would not pose on Saturday, that day 
being devoted exclusively to houseclean- 
ing within and without. Early in the 
morning every stick of furniture ift rub- 
bod and wiprd carefully and taken ont of 
*he bouse. Then the women, with their 
sfiirta tucked up, entirely flood the rooms 
with bucket after 
bucket of water 


brought up from the canal by means of 
the shoulder yoke. With broom and 
brush they souse and scrub the red tiled 
floor and finally poll up a plug in one cor- 
ner to let the water flow out, let us hope, 
into the canal. 


While the floor is drying a great polish- 


ing goes on in the street. Quaint old 
brass iamps and candlesticks, tobacco 
boxes an3 ash trays, huge milk cans—all 
are l><arnished until, like golden mirrors, 
they reflect the red cheeked, white capped 
faces bent over them. 


The lacquer man is busy on Saturday, 


He goes from house to house painting the 
bread trays and honey cake boxes with 
designs of- gaudy birds and wondrous 
leaves and flowers. 


The street is in a turmoil until noon, 


when order is partially restored and the 
scant midday meal partaken of. In the 
afternoon washing is resumed. The ex- 
teriors of the cottages are scrubbed from 
roof to pavement and every trace of 
mold removed, for in this low, wet air the 
green moss .gathers quickly. Then the 
brick pavements .are drenched and care- 
fully dried, qnd I have even seen the wo- 
men slip off their sabots and tiptoe to 
their doorways in their woolen chaussons 
so as not to soil the immaculate sidewalk. 


Lastly toward evening the entire vil- 


lage goes to" the canal, and all the sabota 
are washed and whitened with pumice 
stone, spotless for the morrow. On Sat- 
urday evening all the pickets of the low 
black fences-are decorated with rows of 
dripping footgear carefully graduated in 
size from the- big wooden shoes of the fa- 
ther down to the tiny sabots of the youn- 
gest born. 


Sulphur. 


Sulphur occurs very widely distributed 


in the mineral kingdom, partly free and 
partly combined with other elements. The 
free snlphuriis either found pure in. regu- 
larly fotmed1 crystals or intimately mixed 
with earthly matters.

There still exist 
in this and other countries people who are 
unbusinesslike enough to hoard up gold 
and keep it lying idle by them for the sole 
pleasure of knowing it is there and occa- 
sionally counting it 


The people of India appear to be partic- 


ularly addicted to a habit that is more 
reminiscent of mediaeval times than of an 
age when money is generally saved sc 
that more can be made with it. In the 
regency of Bombay it is estimated that 
12,000,000 golden sovereigns are hoarded. 
If that is the record of Bombay alone, 
what is the full tale for the whole coun- 
try? China, too, absorbs a vast amount 
of gold that never sees the light again 
As a matter of fact, while the whole 
world is searching for and trying to ac- 
quire gold, a goodly part of it appears to 
be engaged in the less thrilling pastime of 
biding it away. 


Great Britain is not guiltless of this 


commercial sin. 
Dotted all over the 


kingdom are graveyards of gold which if 
discovered and opened might restore to 
circulation a vait amount of wealth at 
present absolutely useless. 
At a spot 


about two miles from Herefordshire bea- 
con a treasure chest is recorded in the lo- 
cal history as having been buried by a 
great family once resident in the district. 
Bat the money cannot be found. There 
is a similar record in connection with 
Hnlme cattle, formerly a seat of a branch 
of the Freitwich family.

Sergeant Houghton, who has been in 


chargr6 of the local recruiting station 
for some time, left the city today, but 
the station will not be closed, as was 
expected would be done on his leaving. 
Corporal James P. West of Troop C, 
Seventh cavalry, arrived this morn- 
ing, and will take charge of the busi- 
ness of the station. He will make a 
more active effort to enlist recruits for 
the army than has been done, and ex- 
pects that the station will remain open 
for some time to come if business war- 
rants it. 


Enlistments are 
wanted 
for all 


branches of the service, infantry, cav- 
alry, artillery and hospital corps. Ser- 
vice is both home and foreign, Philip- 
pine service being the one most em- 
phasized by the recruiting department 
just now. The requirements for the 
hospital corps are Jess severe than 
formerly and word was recently re- 
ceived at the Springfield station, of 
which this is a branch, to enlist for it. 


Corporal West has been in^ the re- 


cruiting service since last May, when 
he returned from Cuba. He was first 
in Pittsfleld, and later jn Springfield. 


Sergeant Houghton, who has become 


very well known in this city through 
his connection with the local recruit- 
ing station, was today discharged and 
left for Springfirld, where he will re- 
enlist for his 19th year in the service. 
He will leave tomorrow for Washington 
where he will join Company I of the 
engineer corps. 
The geao-geant has 


already served In the engineer corps 
once before, and says he is glad to 
get back to it again.

saw a good deal of frontier life, being 
located for the most part at small out- • 
lying posts in Arizona, Dakota, and 
Montana watching the Indians and 
breaking up their warlike demonstra- 
tions. In 1892 he left the old llth and 
enlisted as an engineer, and during 
the first part of the war with Spain he 
was on the coast of Maine fortifying 
harbors and laying mines. About this 
time he decided he had been an en- 
gineer long «nough, and went back to 
the infantry again, this time in .the 
10th, and was sent to Cuba. 
After 


serving a little over two years in 
Havana, Cardenas, Matanzas and San- 
tiago, without running 
up 
against 


any active service, the regiment re- 
turned to the United States and Ser- 
geant Houghton was detailed to dif- 
ferent posts in California, New Mex- 
ico and Indian Territory. His term of 
enlistment ended in February of this 
year and since that time hfi has been 
engaged in the recruiting service in 
Massachusetts. 


A Transcript reporter called on Ser- 


geant Houghton last evening and talk- 
ed with him a while about army life. 
But the sergeant is a modest man, and 
he slid hastily over his own personal 
experiences. So the reporter had to 
come away 
without 
any thrilling 


stories 'of valorous deeds wherewith to 
embellish his story. 


Major Torrey Sent To Philippine* 
Major Z. W. Torrey, who was form- 


erly stationed at the recruiting sta- 
tion in Springfield, has received orders 
to go to the Philippines again. He has 
been assigned to the 24th infantry as 
its junior major, and will join it in 
the East where it is stationed. It is 
one of the two colored infantry regi- 
ments and has a good recoid, being 
considered one of the best regiments in 
the service to serve with. Major Tor- 
rey expects to return to Springfield 
for a few days this week to store his 
household goods and make his final 
preparations for departure. He will 
sail from New York for Manila on the 
transport Crook, which leaves Decem- 
ber 6. Unless his regiment is ordered 
home he will probably be stationed in 
the Philippines for three years. He 
has served there two years already.
